In 1985 Me, Eluser Berger, of the American Council for Judaisns, 
visited the Middle Bast. His iluuinsding account of these Egyptian Jews 
te the booklet “Who Knows Metter Mast Say Sot” was published by the 


Council fasi year, 


Elmer Berger found no drnices in Egypt of any feeling against Jews 
w such, in spite of the strong political antipathy to Israel. 

“Cor these Jews here,” wrole Berger, “are Arabs.” Just as there ace 
Moslem Arabs and Christian Arabs so there are, in the Arab States, 
Araby af ihe Jewish Muith” who deeply resent anti-Arab propaganda. 

These people are not Zionists and piany—iu spite of Zionist intimids- 
tioa--fave been courageous in their opposition to Zionist ambitions, 

There were two prophetic sentences in Berger's booklet. In his tnter- 
view, the K'ipyptian Minister of the Interior, Zechariah Moheddeine, giving

print the names of men in prison in 
various countries for refusing on 
grounds of conscience to undertake 
military service does not imply that a 
greater degree of tolerance exists in 
the countries for which no_ lists 
appear. It implics the opposite. 

Of the countries for which we are 
able to provide lists there exists a dif- 
ference as between Britain and the 
USA on the one hand and France and 
Belgium on the other in that the two 
former make provision for some kind 
of recognition of conscientious objec- 
tion in their legislation while the two 
Jatter do not. 

The fact that we are able to print 
lists for all these countries, however, 
implies that they all have more in 
common in relation to standards of 
freedom and tolerance than any of

As the 
penalty of [4% months imprisonment 
that was imposed upon them for their 
departure from the official Communist 
line was not actually served but was 
merely held in suspense over them, 
there seemed to be reason to believe 
that they had been making their ex- 
periment in a carefully controled 
liberty with @ certain degree of 
Goverament approval, buat that the 
Government had become afraid of its 
awn venturesomeness.

While they were in the punishment 
barracks at Boulogne, Stuart managed 
to smuggle out a letter to his mother.

We have been 
wamed today that we are now with- 
in the war zone, and the military 
authorities have absolute power, 
and disobedience may be followed 
by very severe penallies, and very 
possibly the death penalty, se I just 
drop you a line in case they do not 
allow me tu wrile after Lomorrow, 
Do not be downhearted if the worst 
comes to the worst ; many have died 
cheerfully before for a worse 
cause,” Stuart,

They are often mortgaged for life, indebted 
beyond their span of years, They have resorted 
to civil disobedience to obfain justice where 
appeals to mercy and to law have filed, 

This is the state where Bhoodan (hand Gift 
Movement) had succeeded as nowhere else in 
India, Vinoba Bhave and other Bhoadan 
workers have accepted land from those with 
plenty, from those with barely enough and 
from many with too littfe.

You must not think Gandhi was ever a 

severe teacher, or dilficult to obey. 
He knew well that most of us are far from 
saintly, and he always said that there were 
twe good ways of doing everything. 

One is the diflicult and more perfect way, the 
other, less perfect but quite easy. There is no 
harm, he taught, in beginning with the casy 
way, if the other way frightens us at first. We 
can always change over to the diflicult way 
when we have grown brave enough. 


Above all he loved to help and teach children, 
No matter how busy he was he always found 
lime for children. Every morning and evening 
he went fora little walk, to keep in good health.

THE CHILDREN OF INDIA 


Many of the ashram children would accompany 
him on these walks. ‘These were children whose 
parents lived and worked in the ashram.

preceding day to Hen Gurion by President 
Puscnhower, 

The situation was governed by the 1950 
triparuie declaration ander which both Bri- 
tain and France were pledged to go to the 
assistance Of whichever side—lsracl or one of 
the Arab states -was attacked by the other. 

People who had wondered why the British 
forces on Cyprus, assembled there for use 
against Ppypt in the carty days of the Canal 
nationalisation, had not been dispersed when 
that issae dad come under United Nations 
handling, had their eyes opened for them: 
they had been kept there to put military mean- 
ing in to an ullimatum sent to Israel and 
Egypt on Tuesday, October 30, demanding 
Anglo-French occupation of key canal points. 

No one has ever suggested that Egypt could 
possibly have accepted this aldimatumn, 
President Bisenhower heard of it from: the 

news tickers. 

As the world cried out in consternation 
against Britain and Prance for Jaunching an 
attack actually helping the Israeli invasion in- 
stead of corning to the assistance of invaded 
Fgypt, the British Government's first explana- 
tion was that it had to profect British subjects 
in Ligypt (who were in no som of danger) 
and that the Canal must be safeguarded. 

But the very methods used, of bombing 
tidy to “soften up” Egyptian strongpoints, 
thade nonsense of this explanation, 

No British national bad even been molested, 
and within (wo days (on aE November 
1} ihe Canal was reported blocked. 

On Friday, Novernber 2, the United Nations 
Assembly demanded an timediate cease-fire 
and the withdiwal of ali attacking forces. 
No previous resolution had ever been passed 
with such a majority: 64 in favour, five 
apainst, and of the five Britain, France and 
fsrael were three; the other two were Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand.

MPUE latest United Nations resolu-

Asian group and passed as recently as last 
Saturday (Novernber 24), “notes with regret 
the continuing presence in Egypt of two- 
thirds of the French forces and of British 
forces less one battalion, and the failure of 
Israel to withdraw behind her own borders.” 

Once again no one except Australia and 
New Zealand voted with Britain, Prince and 
Israel agaiost this further condemnation of 
the British-French action, 

There were ten abstentions and 63 votes in 
favour of the resolution, with the United 
States and the Soviets once more in unac- 
customed agrecment. 

The suspicion of collusion between Israel, 
France and Britain persists in view of the 
unsatisfactory nature of Dritish “ going off ist 
a tangent” denials and French statements 
which amount almost to an admission, 

And the last stand against the United 
Nations demand for the withdrawal of all the 
eiavading troops is based on a quibble, 
[heir forces will be withdrawn, say the 

Frenth and British Governments, as soon as 
the United Nations international force is 
“competent to carry out the duties” for 
which it is being assembled, 

That obviously raises two questions, both 
designed to put off the day of Israeli-Franco- 
British evacuation. 

One is what preciscly competence to carry 
out ifs duties means in this context, the other 
who is to be the judge of that competence. 

So, after weeks of twists and obliquities by 
the defenders of the dishonourable British- 
French proceedings, the last resort is casuistry.

Whatever the labcl atlached to the British 

bombs, and the British soldiers who followed 
those bombs into Port Said, it is ridiculous to 
‘urn a blind eye to the fact that, to the 
Egyptians, what has happened is an invasion 
by an enemy of their country. 
— When Britain believed in the possibility of 
iavasion by the Nazis, Germans and Italians 
were interned, and in the first world war many 
of then who had lived here for years were 
reputriated. “Repatriation” has a_ pleasanter 
sound than “expulsion,” but it is in’ fact 
pectscly the same thing.

The internment of “enemy” nationals is 
always one of the first Consequences of war ; 
many British people were interned in CGiermany 
in J9L4 and 1939, and in this country there 
was a temendous “round-up” of “enemy 
aliens.” When TL was in tlolloway prison in 
1940 there were hundreds of German women 
there whose only crime was their nationality, 

Moreover, there were hundieds of British 
women married to Italians and Germans, 
women Who had never been away from 
Britain, interncd in the Isle of Man and even 
sent 10 Australia to internment camps there.

A meeting (0 plan the next steps is to be 
held in London tomorrow, Philip ‘Toynbee has 
told Peace News, 

In The Sunday Observer (Nov, 25) Philip 
foynbee pointed out that although young 
people would be planning the pilgrimage 
“ihere ts no reason why people of all ages 
should not help... 

“Although the appeal was made in the first 
place to students, it is in no sense a student 
movement as such, 

“Anybody, of any age, occupation 
nationality will be most welcome.” 

In a letter to the editor of The Friend 
(November 23), Stella Alexander expressed the 
hope that the pilgrimage might be joined by a 
Mrench contingent at Calais, and added :
